Today. 


W ith Adams county ranking second 
with 56 cars, 
Pennsylvania 
points 
loaded less than half as many cars 
of peaches in 1925, as in 1924, accord­ 
ing to a report issued today by the 
Bureau of M arkets, State Departm ent 
of Agriculture. 
This striking reduc­ 
tion was due to the destructive ef­ 
fects of freezing injury early in 1925. 
Franklin 
county, 
which 
ordinarily 
ships well over 200 cars during the 
season, reported only 6 cars shipped 
last year. Berks It'd all counties with 
shipments totaling 59 cars. 
Other 
counties which shipped peaches were: 
York 29, Montgomery 24, Carbon 15, 
Lehigh 6 and Cumberland 4 cars. 
Fewer cars of peaches from this 
and other states were used last year 
than in 1924, due to a generally re­ 
duced crop which sold at high prices. 
A survey of railroad records in 
15 
large m arkets of the stute show that 
2,673 cars of peaches were received 
in 1925 compared with 2,803 cars in 
1924 and the average of the previous 
four years of 2,509. 
Georgia continued to be the chief 
source of peaches by furnishing 1,520 
cars, although this figure is 156 less 
than the receipts in 1924 due to a 
reduced crop. 
New York State sup­ 
plied 412 cars which is alm ost double 
the 1924 figure. 
North Carolina re­ 
ceipts increased 52 cars to 346, show­ 
ing that the steady rise in popularity 
for well graded fruit has made the 
North Carolina 
shipm ents 
increase 
into the state each year.

to furnish 
carlot 
peaches were as follows. New Jersey 
J 122, Delaware 48, South Carolina 37 
and California 26 cars.

of the month and then a great howl 
went up to the effect that if he sailed 
on that unlucky day he would never 
come back. 
Some of the passengers 
are going back for wife and children, 
some to study, and some to visit loved 
ones they had not seen for many 
year*. 
“The first and second days of the 
trip we had good weather and the 
log read ‘sky overcast, sea smooth*. 
The third day it read ‘rough’, then we 
were rocked in the ‘cradle of the deep’. 
The George W ash in gton is a very fine 
ship, but she is, as my niece would say, 
‘believe me, some roller’. 
Sleep was 
out of the question and we were wide 
awake for two nights. 
In all w e had 
four days o f rough weather out of 
eight days going to Plymouth. 
The 
second rough night we were up in the 
smoking room on the highest deck 
(we counted seven decks in looking 
down the hatchway) when suddenly 
the ship began to lurch, about thirty- 
five heavy tables and chairs slid from 
one side to the other, and, as one of 
my good neighbors would say, ‘Oh boy 
that 
was 
some 
rough house’, und 
everybody 
grabbed 
fo r 0 something 
stationary. The ship made live or six 
lurches and we thought every time 
she would go clean over and go down, 
but everything carne right in a short 
time. 
A most excellent description of 
a storm at sea is given in Psalm 107, 
23-30. 
On March 17th, St. Patrick’s 
Day, the weather got better and the 
log read ‘sea moderate’ and we all 
felt glad and rejoiced when we saw 
the Queen of Day again shedding her 
light and warmth in all her glory, and 
we praised God, We had not seen any 
ships pass us so fur on our trip, and 
it was quite a treat to see the ‘ships 
that pass in the night’ when we neared 
the English Channel, the Bishop Rock 
Light, the Lands End and the Scilly 
Islands. 
The first port of call was 
England, 
and 
we 
were 
pleased to again see the trees and 
green fields. 
They discharged pas­ 
sengers here, about three thousand 
bags of mail and a 
lot 
of 
precious 
metals. Then we crossed the channel 
and arrived at Cherbourg at midnight. 
Passengers left for Paris at 7 a. rn. 
Most of the travel seems to be for 
Paris, and the main freight, consisting 
of wheat and cotton, is 
for Bremen, 
All of the crew under or below the 
commanding officer 
are German, as 
Americans would not work f ° r the 
small pay. Y et w ages, so the steward 
told nu*, are twice as much on the 
United State s lin e as they are on the 
German 
Line, 
The 
Americans pay 
$50.00 per month and the Germans 
pay about $25.00 per month. 
“The distance from Cherbourg to 
f Bremen is about 175 miles and is a 
I run of about 28 hours. 
We had fine 
weather while going through the chan­ 
nel and the North Sea, and at last 
reached the Fatherland. Only a small 
number went to Bremen. 
“Thus ten days were spent crossing 
Un* great pecan and we could say 
‘All is well that ends w ill.’ ”
